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Viduka escapes 
with warning over 
spitting incident

SOCCEROO - striker 
Mark Viduka has 
escaped with a warming 
by the Scottish Football 
Association over the 
spitting incident that has 
already cost the player 
two weeks wages and a 
‘one match ban. 

Viduka faced’ a 
possible ten-week ban 
from the SFA who has 
punished similar player 
misconduct in the past, 
but the Association's 
disciplinary committee 
decided he had been 
punished enough. 

The former Croatia 
Zagrab forward was 
reported by the referee 
for spitting at Dun- 
fermline midfielder Marc 
Millar during Celtic's 2-1 
win in May. 

He was sent off and 
incurred 8 one-week 
suspension as well as a 
hefty fine from Celtic. 

A FA spokesman said 
the disciplinary comm- 
ittee for the new season 
had sat on Monday and 
considered the Viduka 
matter. 

"The committee looked 
at the report submitted by 
referee Willie Young and 


decided that because of 
the one-match suspension 
for spitting at the player 
and the — disciplinary. 
action taken by Celtic, 
the committee would take 
no further 
spokesman Andrew Niv- 
en said. 

"The committee did 
warn the player that if 
there was a repeat of such 
behaviour in the future no 
such tolerant view would 
be taken. Basically the 
matter is closed." 

Viduka was forced to 
apologise on the field by 
head coach Jozef Venglos 
and after meeting with 
club officials he issued a 
full public apology. 

Celtic also handed out 
the maximum club fine 
and docked the trouble- 
prone star two week's 
‘wages. 

Viduka signed for 
Celtic from Croatia 
Zagreb in a Stg3 million 
($A7.30 million) deal in 
December but returned to 
Melbourne almost imm- 
ediately citing personal 
problems. 

He retumed to Glasgow 
in March and his 11 
appearances this season 
have been marked by a 
string of goals.

Soccer Australia has 
already announced the 
Auckland-based Football, 
Kings will enter the 
1999-2000 competition. 
The Power will have no 
early financial concerns

A JUDGE has ordered the flamboyant mayor of Spain's jet-set 
resort Marbelja and Atletico Madrid club president to face 
trial along with 11 others on charges of embezzlement and 
fraud. 


The state prosecutor has asked for a sentence of 34 years 
should Jesus Gil y Gil be found guilty, leading daily 
newspaper El Pais said. 

On Wednesday, the Marbella judge in charge of the 
investigation, Santiago Torres, ordered a trial be held after 
studying reports drawn up by the state prosecution office, El 
Pais said. 

A date for the trial has yet to be set 

One of Spanish sport's most outspoken and controversial 
figures, Gil, 65, is accused of funneling 450 million pesetas 
$US3.2million ($A4.90million) in public money from 
Marbella city coffers to Atletico, which he mums. 
Gil has been mayor of Marbella since 1991. 

The glitzy southem resort that became a jet-sct 
hotspot during the 1980s has since become an official sponsor 
of Atletico, and the name Marbella is now emblazoned on the 
team's jerseys. 

Gil initially was jailed in the case but released on bail in 
Bi 


january. 

He reportedly already had about 80 other court actions 
against him, many to do with construction projects. 

‘His only previous jail time was in in 1959. 

Convicted of negligence after a roof of a restaurant complex 
he built outside Madrid collapsed on top of 300 diners killing 
58 people, he spent 18 months in prison before receiving a 
pardon from former dictator Gen. Francisco Franco.

THE Football Association of Ireland (FAI) was fined 50,000 
Swiss franes ($A48,966) for not playing its European 
championship quelificr against Yugoslavia on June 5. UEPA’s 
control and disciplinary committee also recommended that any 
costs incurred by the Yugoslav national team or by UEFA 
should be met by the FAI. 

The match, scheduled for Dublin, was called off when the 
Trish government refused to grant visas to the Yugoslav team 
because of the Kosovo crisis. UEFA said the fine would be 
donated to a charitable organisation of its choice and the game 
should be played at a later date once logistical details had been 
clarified. 

~"Were happy with the decision," FAI president Pat Quigley 
said. "We shouldn't mix politics and sports. This. is what the 
players on both teams wanted - to play the match." 

FAI chief executive Bernard O'Byme said: "The Association 
will have to suffer the financial burden but we are happy that 
the game will go on in Dublin, 

“We will now be making early contact with the Yugoslav F.A. 
in the hope of agreeing a suitable date when the match can be 
played." 

He said September 1 was the likely date, although he noted it 
would be a hectic week with Ireland due to play Croatia on 
September 4 and Malta four days later. The Irish government, 
recognising public unease about the game, refiused to issue visas 
to the Yugoslav tcam for the group eiglit qualifier in Dublin, 
forcing its postponement. 

The decision put the FAI on a collision course with UEFA 
which the government said had failed to accept its 
responsibilities in the face of the “terrible and unacceptable 
situation on the ground in Kosovo". 

According to UEFA rules, it could have awarded three points

The United States, World Cup champions in 
1991 and 1996 Olympic gold medalists, won't 
be tested until the quarter-finals at the earliest. 
The Americans, who finished third in 1995, 
boast a veteran team led by Mia Hamm, the 
world's all-time scoring leader with 108 
international goals. 
But Hamm is far from a one-woman show. 
Tiffeny Milbrett is a lethal scorer and 
Kristine Lilly just might be the best all-around 
player in the game, making the U.S. squad 
favourites to win on home turf. 


DENMARK: 

Not quite good enough to play consistently 
with the top teams but capable of stealing a 
game, Denmark has participated in both Cups 
and the Olympics. 

They are expected to be the Americans’ most 
difficult first-round opponent, although 
Denmark has lost its last four meetings with 
the United States. 

Their top players are defenders Lene Terp 
and Birgit Christensen, midfielders Anne 
‘Nielsen and Christina Petersen and forward 
Gitte Krogh. 


NIGERIA: 
The premier African team must take it up a 


notch or two to reach the next round. 

The Golden Falcons, who outscored their 
rivals 26-0 in five qualifiers, have never won 
a game in the World Cup. 

Forward Mercy Akide and midfielder 
Nkiru Okosieme, daughter of former 
intemational goalkeeper Cyril Okosieme, are 
the go-to players. 


NORTH KOREA: 

‘The surprise side of the Asian qualifying 
tournament, the physical North Koreans will 
draw media attention more for thé political 
overtones of playing the United States than 
for the level of competition they are likely to 
provide. 


GERMANY; 
Of the four seeded teams, Germany is the 
Jeast likely to win.

Forward Pretinha (27 goals in 21 matches) 
and midfielder Sissi (25 goals in 19 games) 
are keys to the attack. 


ITALY: 
‘Not surprisingly, the Italian women play 2 
very disciplined, defensive game, not unlike 
the men's side, 

Midfielder Antonella Carta is considered 
their best player on a team that will need 
some luck and goals to advance. 


MEXICO: 
‘The first-time Cup qualifiers are coached by 
former Mexican World Cup captain 


Leonardo Cuellar. 
They have a U.S. flavor due to nine players 
with Mexican-American backgrounds. 
Players to watch include midfielders Laurie 
Hill (a three-time All-American in college) 
and Andrea Rodebaugh and forward Maribel 
Dominguez, 


GROUP C 

NORWAY: 

Defending champion Norway bring a team that 
is big, strong and knows how to win tight 
matches. 

The Norwegians finished second in 1991, 
took home the trophy in '95 — surrendering 
only one goal — and earned the 1996 Olympic 
bronze medal. 

Forward Marianne Pettersen (47 goals in 62 
matches) is one of the world's premier players, 
while captain Linda Medalen, once a scoring 
threat as a forward, leads a physical defence. 

Hege Riise is one of the top central 
midfielders around. 


CANADA: 

Canada has not blossomed at the international 
level, although it features world-class players 
in Charmaine Hooper (28 goals) and Silvana 
Burtini (14 qualifying goals), 


JAPAN; 


Both of Japan's previous World Cup endeavours 
were nothing to write home about as they 
compiled a lacklustre 1-5 record. 

Japan again does not figure to play a big role 
except to add to the win columns of opponents. 


RUSSIA: 

The Russians are defensive-minded and 
physical, but the World Cup debutantes lack a 
world-class goal scorer. 


GROUP D 
CHINA: 
The Olympic silver medallists boast the swiftest 
team in the tournament and are considered co- 
favourites with the United States after taking 
two of three meetings from the host nation 
earlier this year. 
Players to watch are veteran midfielders Liu

Goalkeeper Goa Hong; known for her 
acrobatic saves, is among the world’s finest.

The Swedes have so far failed to live up to their 
promise and do not figure to make a 
breakthrough this time around.

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Women’s game 
gets physical

FROM time to time things are 
going to get ugly in the 
‘Women's World Cup. 

Players will be sent flying to 
the turf, crunching tackles will 
lay out the opposition and 
some players will be shown 
the red card by the officials in 
charge. 

A red card of course means 
the player concerned is 
dismissed from the game. 

Women's soccer may be a 
lot less physical than the 
men's game but there seems a 
real possibility that incidents 
of rough play will occur. 

In the recent series of so 
called friendly warm up games 
several finalists have shown a 
physical commitment that 
makes clear that, in the heat of 
battle, they are not that 
interested in taking prisoners. 

The game between Nigeria 
and China was the latest in a 
series of very physical 
friendlies. 

‘That game was exciting but 
contained a good deal of 
tough tackling as African 
Champions Nigeria upset 
fancied China 4-3 in Los 
Angeles. 

For the first time in a World 
Cup tournament an all-women 
panel of the referees and 
referees assistants have been 


appointed to take charge of 
the 32 game finals. 

The ladies with the whistles 
will need to take firm control 
from the beginning. 

Earlier this year Italy ended 
up with only 8 players on the 
field in a bitterly contested 
game against Australia. 

The Australians were 
themselves subjected to three 
very tough games against 
North Korea. 

Last month Brazil's Raquel 
was sent off in a hard fought 
ninety mintues against the 
USA and after the final 
whistle the remaining 
Brazilian players had to be 
restrained by their own 
coaching staff from arguing 
with the game officials, 

In other games numerous 
yellow card cautions have 
been issued for over enthus- 
iastic tackling. 

Near the end of a game 
between China and USA at 
New. York's Giant Stadium 
America's Michelle Akers was 
cut down unceremoniously as 
she raced into the Chinese 
penalty box. 

Akers lay motionless for 
several minutes as the other 
US players gathered round in 
concern and then looked to 
the referee for justice. 

On this occasion the 
Chinese player earned no 


caution and an off balance US 
team conceded a last minute 
goal to lose the game 2-1, 

In part the increasingly 
physical nature of top class 
women's soccer may be due to 
the practice of playing warm- 
up games against men's teams. 

Before China left for the 
USA they finished off their 
World Cup preparations in 
Beijing with two games 
against men's youth teams. 

Nigeria and Australia have 
also tried to toughen up their 
squads against male 
competition. 

Supporters. of Ghana are 
openly worried at the 
tendency of their central 
defenders to become over 
physical. 

"It could be disastrous to 
lose one of our starters," said a 
member of .the Ghanaian 
camp. “Any player shown the 
red card automatically misses 
the next game and our 
reserves are not as strong as 
we might like." 

One thing is certain. The 
women players in the World 
Cup cannot expect any 
leniency from the women 
referees. 

All the officials were 
selected from FIFA's lite 
Tegister and are very exper- 
ienced. 
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more than a yellow card They include the likes of 


Sonia Denoncourt, a Canadian 
has taken charge of top men 
and women's games all over 
the world, 

She was a referee at the 
1991 Women's World Cup in 
China and took one of the 
lines’ at the 1996 Olympic 
Final. 

Earlier this year Ms 
Denoncourt became the first 
woman to referee a first 
division men's game in Brazil. 

The occasion prompted 
Brazilian television stations to 
ask the viewers to phone in 
their verdict on the perfor- 
mance of the lady with the 
whistle. 

Ms Denoncourt did as well 
as any man and didn't miss 
much, said the Brazilian fans, 
who are noted for being very 
well informed and critical of 
any sub par performance. 

Certainly Ms Denoncourt 
and her colleagues will 
attempt to establish firm 
control earlier on to avoid 
rough play and minimise the 
tisk of injuries. 

Each team is limited to a 
squad of 20 players and in a 
press conference today USA's 
coach Tony DiCicco noted 
that any side, not just the 
Ghanaians, could be seriously 
affected if they lost one or 
more of their starters.

THE largest crowd ever 
for a women's soccer 
match helped kick off 
the 1999 FIFA Women's 
World Cup at. Giants 
Stadium on Saturday. 

A crowd of more than 
78,000 packed the stands 
for opening ceremonies 
and a double-header 
featuring the home team 
that began the 16-nation, 
32-match third women's 
finals, which concludes 
July 10 at Pasadena's 
Rose Bowl. 

It may have paled in 
comparison to the 
extravagance seen at 
Stade de France last 
summer, but for the 
swamplands of New 
Jersey there was still 
crowd-pleasing spectacle 
and a festival atmosphere 
on a perfect late spring 
day. 

The Giants Stadium 
pitch was shrouded in 
the flags of the 
participating nations and 
the upper tiers had giant 
soccer balls floating 
skyward on 25-meter 
tethers as a colourful 
opening ceremony 
featured music from N’ 
Synch and British pop 
star Billie Paul Piper, 

FIFA President Joseph 
Blatter and United 
Nations General- 
Secretary Kofi Annan 
greeted both teams 
before <the opening 
Kickoff between the 
United States and 
Denmark. 


Following the opening 
match, Brazil took on 
Mexico, while two more 
matches were set for 
opening day in San Jose, 
California. 

The enthusiastic crowd 
that watched the host 
nation blank Denmark 3- 
0 was listed at 78,972, 
exceeding the previous 
record of 76,489 in 
attendance for the 
women's gold medal 
match between the 
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United States and China 
at the 1996 Summer 
Olympics in Athens, 
Georgia. 

"This is unbelievable 
and Im so proud of 
everyone involved," 
gushed U.S. star Mia 
Hamm, the world's all- 
time’ leading goal scorer, 
after the victory. 

"This is something you 
dream about. This crowd 
was absolutely unbel- 
ievable." 

Only a visit by Pope 
John Paul I in 1995 
attracted a larger crowd 
to the football stadium. 

Hamm extended her 
own world record with 
her 110th career inter- 
national goal. 

In the day's second 
match, Brazil crushed 
Mexico 7-1. 

In a twin bill in San 
Jose, California, title 
contenders China rallied 
for a 2-1 Group D win 
over Sweden, while 
Canada and Japan played 
to a 1-1 draw in the 
Group C opener. 

Hamm scored a 
brilliant goal in the 17th 
minute, beating goal- 
keeper Dorthe Larsen 
from 10 meters after 
Brandi Chastain set her 
up with a long ball. 

Hamm later set up 
Julie Foudy'ssix-meter 
shot in the 73rd minute 
before leaving with leg 
cramps in the 88th 
minute. One minute 
later, Kristine Lilly 
closed out the scoring. 

"Mia was awesome," 
said U.S. coach Tony 
DiCicco, whose team 
faces Nigeria in Chicago 
in its second Group A 
match Thursday. 

“Tt's just the beginning. 
We can't get too 
overjoyed yet.” 

The U.S., favoured to 
win the championship, 
needed to shake off some 
opening day nerves 
before taking control.

ENGLISHMAN Roy Hodgson is unlikely to lead 
Australia in its next soccer World Cup campaign after 
demanding that he also be made the Olympic team 


coach. 
Hodgson, who coached the World XI against the 
Socceroos at the opening of the Olympic 


stadium on Saturday, is interested in the national 
coaching job, but only on his terms. 

The former Inter Milan and Blackbum Rovers 
coach has retumed to Europe to consider his 
options and says he won't wait forever for a firm offer 
from Soccer Australia. 

"I would only come if I was in charge of the 
Olympic team," Hodgson told SBS television. 

"Otherwise there is no point in coming for a year 
when there are no national team games and no World 
Cup to prepare for." 

While he had other offers, Hodgson said the 
Australian job was his first pick as there was 
real potential here, 

“But I can't and obviously I won't hang -on forever 
and if it's going to take longer than I think is 
necessary then I would go somewhere else," he 
warned. 

Caretaker national coach Raul Blanco is the current 
Olympic team coach and with the Olympics just over 
a year away SA doesn't want to dump the man who 
has been busy moulding the Olyroos for the Games. 

SA had hoped to seal a deal while Hodgson was in 
Australia —_coachii the All-Stars team last 
‘week but they could not come to terms. 

SA chairman Basil Scarsella admitted talks with 
Hodgson on Sunday failed to bring a deal any closer. 

"We continued talks which were constructive and 
both parties have gone away to see what can be 
tesolved," Scarseila said. 

"There are a whole lot of issues that need to be 
looked at and the Olympic job was only one of them." 

Hodgson said SA had set down its conditions - he is 
believed to be asking for an after tax contract of 
$500,000 - and it was now a case of trying to 
determine whether there was common ground. 

He said SA wanted him to take charge immediately 
and if he did, insisted it would be as the 
Olympic coach. 

He believed he needed to take charge of the 
Olyroos as they would provide the backbone for 
any World Cup campaign. 

While the Olympic job is an obvious stumbling 
block the finances are also a concem with Scarsella 
saying SA would only appoint a coach it could afford, 

Hodgson said there was much talent in Australian 
soccer and he was keen to be a part of developing the 
game here. 

If he did get the job he would reside in Australia, 
unlike the last coach Terry Venables who was 
labelled the visiting professor.

TT SEEMS fitting that world 
champions France should be 
going through a spell of self 
doubt at the very time that 
their ex-national coach Aime 
Jacquet publishes his 
memoirs "My Life for a Star". 

For it was on the ashes of 
France's failure to qualify for 
the 1994 World Cup finals, 
which Jacquet describes as 
being of "seismic prop- 
ortions", that the former 
miner forged their successful 
campaign to win soccer's 
biggest prize in 1998, 

The process saw Eric 
Cantona first head France's 
revival on the field but later 
fall by the wayside as the duo 
of Zinedine Zidane and Youri 
Djorkseff came tothe fore. 

The book's publication 
coincided with the weckend 
anniversary of the start of 
France's path to the trophy, 
their opening group match 
against South Africa in 
Marseille. 

That part of Jacquet's story 
is well known, particularly 
the outcome a month later at 
the Stade de France with a 
conclusive 3-0 victory over 
Brazil in the final. 

The book has come out as 
the French side, now coached 
by Jacquet's World Cup
